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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue with regard to the 103(a) 
rejection that "in view of Smith, Applicants' results showing that GCB harvested from kifunensine treated cells showed a 400% increase 
in function (e.g., uptake) is indeed unexpected. Accordingly, even if a prima facie case of obviousness had been made (which Applicants 
do not concede), Applicants' unexpected results are sufficient to overcome it" (Remarks, page 17). This is not persuasive because the 
unexpected results must be commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicants refer to US 5,641,670 to descibe the glucocerebrosidase 
gene activation. However, there is no description in said patent of the glucocerebrosidase gene activation. To overcome the 103 rejection 
Applicants must describe the mammalian cell expessing GCB that when contacted with kifunensine produces unexpected results.This 
would include the description of the regulatory sequence, for example, that has been used to activate the GCB gene. Claims 167-169 
would be rejected under 112, 2nd, as dependent from canceled claim 166. 
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
